Rome, Jan. 24.—While thousands streamed past the bier of Bene- 
dict XV in the basilica of St. Peter's today to pay homage to the 
dead prelate, the cardinals of the church were on their way from 
many foreign countries to participate in the election of a new pope. 

The brief interval before the convening of the conclave, which has 
been set for February 2, will, however, prevent some of them—not- 
ably Cardinal Dougherty of Philadelphia, and the Canadian andj 
Brazilian cardinals—from arriving in time to vote, unless the election 
is unduly prolonged. i 

The interment of Benedict has been tentatively set for tomorrow, 
the usual period for lying in state being curtailed, because of the 
prelate’s wish that his body be not embalmed. 

Estimates of the number of persons who filed past the bier of the 
pope yesterday ranged between 200,000 and 300,000, and it was ex-

We have had no rain 
to speak of since last summer and 
there is little moisture in the 
ground. A copious fall of snow 
lasting until the break up would 
be weleomed by the man on the 
Jand. Immediately even the light 
fall will help operations in the 
woods, and a couple of months of | 
good sledding, would facilitate the 
getting out of logs and railway | 
ties, in which work a large num- | 
ber of men are, as usual, finding | 
employment.

Chicago Quits. 


Chieago has shut up its muni- 
cipal repair shop, costing $2,700,- 
000. Experience shows that civic 
machinery and equipment can be 
overhauled and mended in private 
establishments for about one-third 
the cost of having it done in the 
city shops. That will not deter 
other cities from taking a plunge 
into municipal owenrship; seem- 
ingly nothing can do _ that, and 
sooner or later they will probably 
all have a try at it. But it will re- 
assure the taxpayers 
which have already tried the ex- 
periment that their present 
troubles are not due to 
causes, but to conditions which 
uperate everywhere. In other 
words, they tackled the imprac- 
ticable and got the worst of the 
encounter. 


| A Hopeful Change. 


A change has been made in the 
regulations governing the quest 
for oil which is important in itself 
and may be still more important 
in what it signifies. The effect is 
that a company carrying on boring 
operations, and which has spent 
more than the required amount of 
money without finding oil, may 
have the balance credited to it 
against rentals due or to become 
due in respect of locations held by 
it on which oil has not been found. 
That will encourage the holders 
of leases to undertake or continue 
boring operations, It may even 
make this possible where it other- 
wise could not be done. 

The significance is perhaps more 
important still. The Dominion in 
this instance foregoes revenue in 
order to encourage and facilitate 
real development. That is a change 
in departmental policy from which 
much may be expected. Hitherto 
the idea prevailing at Ottawa ap- 
pears to have been to take as much 
as possible out of the prospector 
while narrowing down to the limit 
his chances of finding oil or of 
benefitting if he should find it. If 
the new policy is to encourage the 
prospector ,and not to exploit him, 
it will be strictly in line with Lib- 
eral principles and with the re- 
quirements of the situation.
